leave out one of the moſt profitable Parts of 
the Exerciſe, which, at leaſt, thoſe Perſons 
that have, or might have Leiſure, ſhould ne- 
ver omit, that is, Meditation: To revolve, 
and over and over conſider, and reflect upon 
ſome divine Truths, that they may make Im- 
preſſion on their Minds, and raiſe in them 
ſuitable Aﬀettions ,_ this tends to make the 
Temper of the Mind, and the Courſe of a 
Man's Life, conformable to thoſe Truths, 
which is the End every Man ſhould aim at in 
bis private Devottons: None may account 
themſelves the more religious and good for 
ſpending much Time in them, unleſs they haue 
this Influence and Effect upon their Hearts 
and Lives, unleſs they praiſe the more of 
Religion in their Converſations. Now in the 
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Performance. of this Part of private Devotr- 
on, it were doubtleſs beſt, if every one could + 
raiſe ſuitable and affetfting Thoughts to be 
meditated upon from the Scriptures be bas 
read; which is according to the Advice of a © 
late very prudent Author, who has written 
A Method and Order for private Devotion. 
But, I fear, there are but few that can pra- 
Giſe this Way with any great Advantage to 
themſelves, at leaſt till they baue long pra- 
is d it, and taken a great deal of Pains to 
accuſtom themſetves to it, and ſo can perſorm 
it with Eaſe and Pleaſure ;, the Difficulty 
therefore, and litile Advantage at firft, do, I 
doubt, Keep many from a reſolute Tryal of. 
it. Inflead therefore*ef that Way of medita · 
ting, and for ſuch as cannot uſe it, I think 
Theſe Meditations fit to be uſed. Then, after 
a Perſon has Read his Chapters, in the 
Order which he bas propos'd to bimſelf, he 
may do well to read over the Meditations 
_bere provided for the Day: But this be muſt

towards thee ; thus may we ſtill proceed in 
thy Service, even then, when we moſt of

In vain 
was our Saviour a Man of Sorrows, and 
acquainted with Griefs, to purchaſe for us 


the Glories-and Joys of Heaven, if the 


Hopes of Glory are not worthy to delight 
us, and make us rejoice evermore. Thou

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doſt undervalue thy Saviour's Purchafe, 
if the Thoughts of Heaven do not inflame 
thy Deſires; and account his Blood cheap- 
ly thrown away, if thou think it not worth 

the Endeavours. 'To anſwer then the 
Obligations of thy Saviour's Love, thou 
muſt earneſtly ſtrive to fit thyſelf for Hea- 
ven; thou muſt greatly defire to be there, 
and cheriſh the Hopes of it as thy chiefeſt 
Joys and Conſolations on Earth.

If it will coſt me the Loſs of all worldly 
Conveniencies, I will gladly forſake all to 
adhcre to him: If it expoſe my Life, I 
will let that go, rather than deny my lov- 
ing Lord. Now that I have received the 
bleſſed Jeſus at his Supper, and thou, 
Lord, art come to make thy Abode with 
me, I vill ſtudy to give thee ſuch kind 
Entertainment as may pleaſe thee, and 
keep thee with me: I will endeavour in 

my Thoughts, Words, and Actions, to 

ſer always before thee what I think wilk 
be acceptable; I will watch againſt every 


thing that is impure, and would be offen- 


ſive to thy holy Sight. I will often retire: 
from the World, to converſe with thee :: 
Ses feln 
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Worldly Cares and Buſineſs, ſhall not keep 
me from thy Company. I have Been 
praiſing thee, O. Lord, in thy Houſe, and 
at thy Table, but I have not praiſed thee 
enough: And who can praiſe thee enough 
for what I there ſaw, for what I there re- 
ceived? O how low are my Conceptions of 
thy Love! How vaſtly below it are all 
my Words f I withtry, O Lord, what my 
Deeds can do in praiſing thee ; and every 
Part of my Life ſhall endeavour thy Ho- 
nour. Thus, Lord, I may, and ought to 
reſolve; but my Practice depends entirely 
on thy Grace. = —
